The  story 
is  thus  told  ; — The  first  compartment  represents  the  chateau,  at 
the  portal  of  which  are  two  females,  one  wearing  a wimple  and 
resting  on  a long  stick,  the  other  younger,  holding  two 
children  by  the  hands — his  mother,  wife,  and  children  taking 
leave  of  Hubert  the  hunter.  2nd.  Hubert  is  seen  mounted  on 
his  galloping  steed,  blowing  his  horn  in  all  the  excitement  of 
the  chase.  3rd.  An  attendant  on  foot  pushing  his  way  through 
the  thicket,  and  two  dogs  worrying  a stag,  one  of  which  is  biting 
his  haunches.  4th.  Is  the  horse  without  his  rider,  feeding,  his 
bridle  hanging  on  a tree.  The  fifth  represents  the  stag  at  bay, 
and  from  between  its  horns  is  seen  a crowned  head  addressing 
the  Saint,  who  is  kneeling  on  one  knee,  with  his  hands  raised, 
the  horn  hanging  over  his  shoulder.  In  the  last  is  the  hind 
part  of  the  horse,  indicating  his  return  to  the  chateau  from 
which  he  started.  The  other  end  of  the  ivory  terminates  in  a 
female  head,  the  hair  brought  round  the  back  of  the  head  in 
two  plaits.  The  silver  mountings  are  a gilt  embouchure  and 
two  bands,  one  at  each  end  under  the  carvings,  with  trefoil 
ornament  at  bottom  and  engraved  with  animals  ; from  these  is 
a transverse  band  running  along  the  concave  part  of  the  horn, 
engraved  with  nondescript  animals,  and  three  shields  of  Arms 
of  Bavaria,  &c.,  with  a buckler  and  ring  by  which  to  suspend 
it — the  work  is  of  the  beginning  of  the  \bth  century,  15  in.

878  Very  Large  Silver  Pen  annular  Brooch,  of  solid  metal,  with  a 

large  arbutus  or  thistle  ornament  at  each  end,  and  another, 
which  slides  round  the  bar,  to  which  was  formerly  attached 
the  acus  or  pin  (now  wanting) ; these  thistle  ornaments  are 
deeply  cut  in  cross  hatchings  on  the  front,  each  point  being  a 
small  annulet,  the  back  flattened  and  decorated  with  a cross  and 
a pellet  in  each  angle — found  in  1853  on  the  hanks  of  the 
Shannon,  at.  Cloneen,  Go.  Longford,  about  5 in.  diam. 

879  Penannular  Brooch,  of  gilt  bronze,  the  edges  are  raised,  and  be- 

tween the  ridges  are  small  square  ornaments  in  relief ; the 
bottom  of  the  fibula,  or  semicircular  disc,  has  four  bosses  set 
with  garnets  in  the  centre,  and  three  radiated  bands,  between 
which  are  scrolls ; the  head  of  the  acus  is  conical,  with  a 
large  and  small  boss,  each  set  with  a garnet,  and  at  the  two 
upper  angles  are  inserted  pieces  of  lapis  lazuli — found  in 
Ireland 

* The  ornament  at  the  top  of  the  acus  is  so  arranged  as  to  be  removed  at 
pleasure,  releasing  it  at  the  same  time  from  the  circular  brooch. 

880  Silver  Penannular  Fibula,  with  broad  flat  ends,  each  orna- 

mented with  a double-corded  border  and  six  plain  bosses,  three 
of  which  only  remain,  the  acus  is  quite  plain — found,  in  Ire- 
land ; penannular  fibula,  with  flattish  bar  and  flat  broad  ends, 
each  having  five  plain  bosses,  with  interlaced  ornaments  between 
and  corded  border,  the  slide  on  the  upper  part  of  the  acus  is 
also  ornamented — found  in  Ireland;  and  silver  penannular 
fibula,  of  a flattish  bar  and  square  ends,  with  raised  lozenges  in 
the  centre,  the  head  of  the  acus  has  the  like  ornament — found 
near  Tralee  in  1856

ancient  Irish  fibula,  with  long  acus,  the  ends  enamelled  with 
two  red  and  black  square  ornaments,  filled  with  green,  the  usual 
animal’s  head  at  the  junction  of  the  ring ; early  Irish  bronze 
fibula,  with  animal’s  head  and  broad  triangular  ends,  which  have 
been  originally  filled  with  enamel-found  in  Waterford  ; bronze 
pin,  with  ring  end  and  a stylus — found  in  Ireland ; ancient 
Irish  fibula,  the  ends  of  which  have  been  inlaid  with  enamel  and 
set  with  stones,  now  much  corroded ; and  oval  leaden  fibula, 
with  cross  hatchings  and  five  sunk  holes  for  stones — found  at 
Kilmainham,  Ireland 

882  Small  Irish  Penannular  Fibula,  with  broad  ends,  inlaid  with 

enamel,  portions  of  which  remain,  suflicient  to  ascertain  its 
original  design  ; the  triangular  ends  were  each  ornamented  with 
a variegated  bead  in  the  middle,  and  three  others  round,  two 
at  the  broad  end,  the  colours  being  a red  centre,  and  blue  and 
yellow  radiating  lines,  the  interstices  filled  with  white  enamel, 
at  its  juncture  with  the  broad  end  is  an  animal’s  head ; it  is 
called  the  “ Conyngham  brooch  ” 

883  The  “ Moate”  Fibula,  with  ring  and  long  pin,  the  ends  forming 

a sort  of  trefoil  scroll,  with  an  interlaced  knot,  and  set  with  two

886  CiRCcriiAR  Brass  Brooch,  formed  of  a broad  band  of  metal  en- 

graved with  four  round  compartments,  in  which  are  interlaced 
ornaments,  and  between  leaves  a rude  animal,  probably  Scotch; 
and  a Scotch  circular  brooch,  similar  to  the  last,  with  rude 
engraved  ornament,  and  part  of  what  appears  to  be  an  inscrip- 
tion, or  perhaps  the  initials  of  the  wearer 

887  Late  Eoman  Silver  Fibula,  crescent-shaped  at  top,  with  pen- 

dant clasp,  at  the  end  of  which  is  a button — found  in
